Campus Security reports no 
progress as yet in the mysterious 
firebombing of a campus ticket 
booth Tuesday night. 

The booth was struck by 
a Molotov cocktail at 10:00 pm, 
and was completely destroyed by 
the resulting fire.

recovered intact and is being used 
in the investigation.

Sivil said that he expects a full 
report on the bombing in the near 
future from these agencies, At 
the present time there has been 
no estimate of damage.

As Johns goes, 
SO goes Servomation

Servomation, long a target of contro- 
versy over the way in which it has run 
the food service operations, has been 
served notice that its contract has been 
terminated. 

The Hornet Foundation, operators of 
the cafeteria and the bookstore, voted 
Tuesday to terminate Servomation’s 
contract. The foundation also decided 
to, beginning next fall, operate the food 
services itself rather than contract with 
another agency. 

Both decisions are related to losses 
the food services have suffered during 
the course of Servomation’s contract. 
For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1967, 
(Servomation’s services were not con- 
tracted until January, 1967) the food 
services made a net profit of $10,566. 
In 1968, the first full year that Servo- 
mation ran food service, the income 
had dropped to a net loss of $5,954. So 
far this year the net loss has been, as 
of March 31, $18,590. 

According to members of the Hornet 
Foundation, a not insignificant reason for 
these losses has been the terms of the 
operating contract between Servomation 
and the Hornet Foundation. 

According to this contract, Servomation 
receives 10 per cent of the gross income 
from the food services operation. Servo- 
mation’s contract, however, is only a 
managerial contract. Therefore, although 
it supplies the food service manager, 
Cecil Sala, and a dietician, the Hornet 


Foundation is required to pay for all 
the equipment, food, and employees. 

To correct this situation, the Foun- 
dation initially had decided to open bid- 
ding for a complete contract rather than 
just a managerial contract. Under such 
an arrangement, the foundation would have 
received a flat percentage of the gross 
income for subletting the food service 
contract. Bids were received from three 
agencies other than Servomation. 

In reviewing these bids, however, 
William Webb, newly appointed director 
of the Hornet Foundation, suggested that 
the Hornet Foundation overate the food 
services itself. 

Webb contends that both a manager and 
a dietician can be hired for about $25,000 
a year, as opposed to the $70,000 paid to 
Servomation for the 1968 fiscal year. 

In addition to these savings, closer 
contact with the student clientele whom 
the Foundation services, could be estab- 
lished, according to Webb. 

Motions to terminate Servomation’s 
contract, and to implement Webb’s re- 
commendation were made by Gail 
Mabbutt, a student representative on the 
Hornet Foundation. 

Servomation’s contract will terminate 
officially in 90 days. Meanwhile the 
Hornet Foundation is conducting a search 
for a replacement manager to head food 
service operations when Servomation 
leaves. 


Sala calls Servomation 
move ‘very unfortunate”

“IT have committed myself to 100 per 
cent cooperation beyond the cancellation 
period, as long as is necessary,” was 
the cautious comment of Food Services 
Manager Cecil Sala, after the Hornet 
learned that the Servomation Corporation, 
for which Sala works, is being replaced 
in favor of the Hornet Foundation doing 
things its own way. 


Wednesday at 9 a.m. Sala was informed 
by Hornet Foundation Director William 
Webb that the foundation had decided to 
take contro] of the Sacramento State Food 
Services, and a subsequent interview with 
the present manager revealed that he was 
somewhat surprised at the move. 


According to Sala, al! is in order as 
far as the food services are now concern- 
ed, with prices being reasonable and 
hours of operation long. Sala asserted 
that he really didn’t know exactly why 
the foundation had decided to release 
Servomation from its contract (with the 
90 day cancellation period ending July 


31), but he seemed eager to prove that | 
ii was not a result of unhappiness over 
prices on the part of the students. 

He stated that the prices, compared 
to other area colleges, such as the Uni- 
versity of California at Davis and Univer- 
sity of Nevada, are actually lower at 
this school To prove his point, Sala said 
hamburgers (which are one of the big 
sellers at all the area colleges), cost 
40 cents at Davis and 45 at Nevada, as 
compared to 35 at Sacramento State. 
“The price of beef went up like a rocket,’’ 
the managed confided, but ‘‘we have 
managed to absorb that without a price 
increase,’’ he added. 

“The door is completely wide open in 
that respect,’’ was Sala’s comment on 
any investigations that might be made 
in respect to the price of food sold in 
the cafeteria. Sala could only add that 
although he wasn’t sure why the contract 
was being terminated, he believes tat 
the foundation probably thinks it can do 
a better job of running the cafeteria.

About the “high” prices 


Hornet Bookstore: understanding student animosity

Remember when you bought last 
semester’s books? You are 
probably still disgusted because 
it took half your life savings and 
since then you have been wondering 
how the bookstore manages to get 
by with committing highway 
robbery. 

What of these charges that the 
bookstore is more boutique 
than bookstore? Is it true, as most 
of us feel, that they charge higher 
prices than their competitors and 
are able to because of a captive 
audience? 

A representative sampling was 
taken of book prices in the Hornet 
bookstore. The books sampled 
were all paperbacks since the text 
books offered are available 
no place else in the area. 

Virtually every book priced 
(twenty-seven) was the same at the 





Hornet bookstore, Tower of Books 
at Watt and E] Camino, and Beers 
Book Center on J. Street. Not one 
single difference was discovered in 
the prices of those books sampled. 


What about profits 


Then if the Hornet bookstore is 
charging the same prices for their 
paperbacks as two large successful 
commercial stores they must be 
showing a good profit, right? And 
if they are making a profit the 
Hornet Foundation must be regis- 
tering this, right? Yes and No. 
Yes they are making a profit, and 
no, it is not being accumulated in 
the foundation coffers. 

According to Foundation Chair- 
man Lyle Humphries, what profit 
the bookstore has show in the 
past (small due to “poor 
management and a poor recording 
system’’ ) was eaten up by over-

SSC will represent Model 
UN in Security Council

With the Model United Nations 
Conference coming up on May 7 
at Fresno State College, The Sac- 
ramento State Security Council 
representatives are working hard 
in preparation for the four day 
assembly.

The Model U.N. Security 
Council is structured with five 
permanent members and ten non- 
permanent member nations.

having an established agenda, the 
nations in the council will probably 
be looking at current topics such 
as the Sino-Soviet border incident,

The use of communique letters 
is the main tool for communicating 
with schools representing other 
mations before the council meets.

taxes and a dozen other adminis- 
trative costs. ‘‘The profits were 
destroyed by simple expenses of 
running the bookstore. You have 
basically only two times during the 
year when you make your money. 
But the overhead goes on year 
round. During slow periods like 
the summertime you run into an 
ethical question. Do you fire help 
when things get slow?’’ 


Only profit-maker 


Humphries was especially com- 
plimentary of the new bookstore 
manager, Carl Lorentzen. He cited 
the bookstore as the only foundation 
concern showing a profit this year. 
‘I wouldn’t blame the ex- manager 
for the problems that existed when 
Mr. Lorentzen arrived. The real 
reason profits were low was due 
to the lack of policy and future 
planning by the administration and 
Board of Directors,” said 
Humphries. 

Ron Duval, an assistant of Mr. 
Lorentzen, said the mark up on 
hardback texts was about 20%or the 
amount recommended by the pub- 
lisher. He said the bookswre 
makes hardly any profit at all on 
these. Most of their profits come 
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from the sale of paperbacks, which 
average 33% mark-up, and 
supplies. 


Paying the middiemen 


Duval said he understood the 
student’s animosity toward the 
bookstore. ‘‘The prices are very 
high because many people get a cut 
of the price, the author, pub- 
lisher, printer and shipper to name 
a few,’’ he said. 

Ideally, the funds from the book- 
store should be returned to the 
students in the form of scholar- 
ships or grants. Humphries said 
he is going to push for just such 
a program. Duval is convinced that 
with the upgraded efficiency, made 
possible by Lorentzen, profits 
could double this year. There 
would then be money available to 
fund scholarships. 

The only way students could 
receive any relief from the high 
prices is by the Hornet Foundation 
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Board making a policy decision to 
turn 
** break-even” 
Even with this move the hard-back 
texts would remain expensive.
